liarile is a very heavy white 
mineral and used largely in the 
adulteration of white lead, and i- 
seareeiy ever found without its be- 
ing somewhat stained or discolored 
from its connection with earthy or 
iron substances. The mineral 
needs to be carefully assorted, 
crushed ami treatetl to a sulphuric 
acid bath to remove the stains, it 
is tlien ground to an impalpable 
powder, floated on water or in air 
the residue being regroiind and 
again Hoated. Tlie line material 
ean be packed in barrels and 
shippe«l; in Chicago it sells for 
about 4>i^ i>er ton. Our distriet 
has several notable deposits of 
sparkling whiteness and superior 
to most other seetions.
